Court Action Takes Five Minutes. 


During the period Sinclair is sen 
tenced to remain in the jail, one exe 
cution is scheduled to take place 
in the electric chair. It will be that 
of George Thompson, a negro sen 
tenced to death for killing a woman 
The date fixed is June 7. 

Associate Justice William Hitz of 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia signed the Sinclair com- 
mitment papers at 1:40 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

He ordered the sentence immedi- 
ately effective, and ten minutes later 
the commitment was handed to Unit- 
ed States Marshal Edgar Snyder, 
who in turn delivered the papers to 
Major Peake, superintendent of the 
district jail, where Mr. Sinclair will 
serve his ninety days’ sentence, which 
by good behavior can be reduced to 
seventy-five. 

The proceedings before Justice Hitz 
lasted not more than five minutes 

District Attorney Leo A. Rover 
submitted the mandate of the United 
States Supreme Court directing that 
Sinclair serve the sentence imposed 
on him for refusing to answer ques- 
tions asked him by the Teapot Dome 
investigating committee of the Sen- 
ate. Justice Hitz asked if Sinclair 
counsel were present, and was in- 
formed that none was in court, al- 
though ample notice of the govern- 
ment’s intention to move the en- 


forcement of the mandate had been 
given to them. 


Text of the Commitment. 


“That being the case, the sentence 
in this case will be immediately car- 
ried into effect,’’ said Justice Hitz, 
and that ended the court end of the 
last chapter in Mr. Sinclair's long 
battle to keep out of jail. 

The commitment read as follows: 


In the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, holding a crim- 
inal term—the United States versus 
Harry F. Sinclair; indicted for vio- 
lation of Section 102, Revised 
Statutes, United States: 

To the Superintendent of 
Washington Asylum and Jail: 

The defendant, having been 
found guilty of violating Section 
102, Revised Statutes of the United 
States, has been sentenced to be 
imprisoned in the Washington Asy- 
lum and Jail for the period of three 
months, to take effect from and in- 
cluding the date of his arrival at 
said jail, and to pay a fine of $500; 
therefore, you are hereby com- 
mmanded to receive into your 
clistody the body of said defendant 
and safely keep in your said 
custody until he shall be discharged 
by due course of law; and for so 
doing this shall be your sufficient 
warrant. 

Witness, the Honorable Walter 
I. McCoy, justice of said court, 
this sixth day of May, 1929.

Few Hours’ Leeway Granted. 


Mr. Rover, following the delivery 
of the commitment to the prison au- 
thorities, said that reasonable time 
would be given to Mr. Sinclair in! 
which to surrender himself, and! 
made it clear that a few hours would 
be considered reasonable. The 
whereabouts of Mr. Sinclair were 
not known at the time. 

Mr. Rover explained that under the 
law Mr. Sinclair could report at the 
jail as late as 11:59 P. M., and by 
so doing the one-minute interval to 
midnight would count as a full day 
on his sentence. 

Major Peake said that he had not 
decided what kind of work Mr. Sin- 
clair would be required to do while 
in prison. 

It was suggested that he might be 
assigned to the ‘‘detail unit,’’ as the 
men who do the prison stenographic 
and clerical work are known. These 
men number about seventy-five, have

A poll of four Democrats absent 
from the committee meeting on Sat- 
urday led to the rejection of the Nor- 
ris report by a vote of 12 to 4. Sena- 
tors Dill and Stephens voted against 
it, while Senator Caraway was regis- 
tered for it, with Senators Norris, 
Walsh of Oklahoma and Blaine the 
original signers. 

The Steiwer report, which was 
recommended Saturday by a vote of 8 
to 5, was formally adopted today by 
9 to 7 as the majority view. Senator 
Stephens supported this report, which 
asserted that mere stock ownership 
did not constitute a legal barrier to 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury. 
Senators Caraway and Dill voted for 
it. Senator Ashurst did not vote on 
the two reports, it was stated. 

Last Saturday a motion by Senator 
Walsh to reopen the hearings with a 


view of summoning Mr. Mellon, was 
defeated by a vote of 8to 5.

In putting this prohibition on all 
uniformed bodies of the Socialists 
and Republican Guard as well as the 
Heimwehr in Vienna Mayor Seitz 
made a clever move, especially as he 
was careful to hold the usual May 
Day Socialist parade first. 

It is open to the Heimwehr to 
appeal to the government against the 
prohibition, but it was stated tonight 


| that the legal position is such that 


the government will be unable to 
revoke the order unless the Constitu- 
tional Court decides that the issuing 
of it was outside the Mayor's powe! 

Furthermore, the order is directed 
against the Communists as much as 
it is against the Heimwehr, making 
it difficult to sanction the one and 
prohibit the other 

Mayor Seitz’s action makes it possi- 
ble, if the order is overriden in the 
municipality, to throw on the govern- 
ment the responsibilty of heavy ex- 
pense in military police to maintain 
order as well as to make it shoulder 
the blame in the event of casualties 

The casualties in the fighting last 
week-end were unusually light, al- 
though some 15.000 Heimwehr 
marched through St. Polten, an in 
dustrial city near Vienna The po- 
lice were able to keep order. On the 
homeward journey, however, con- 
flicts with workmen occurred at Leo- 
bersdorf, where shots were fired and 
two were seriously and four slightly 
injured 

This and several other recent con- 
flicts are cited by Mayor Seitz as the 
reason for the prohibition. The So- 


cialists further intend to ask the gov- 
ernment at an early session whether 
it is prepared to stop the costly dem- 
onstrations which are attracting at- 
tention abroad and damaging Aus- 
tria’s commercial position. 


BRITISH COAL EXPORTS 
GAINED 2,000,000 TONS 


Increase in Foar Months of 1929 
Laid to Rationalization—Big 
Merger Plan Announced.

LONDON, May 6.—Britain’s coal 
exports increased by more than 
2,000,000 tons to 17,876,000 tons dur- 
ing the first four months of this 
year, it was officially announced to- 
night. Business circles regard this as 
the first fruits of recent attempts to 
rationalize the mining industry. 

Simultaneously, plans for another 
big South Wales mining merger 
were announced. The merging com- 
panies are understood to be the 
Powell Duffryn group of collieries 
and the majority of the coal mines 
under the contro] of Sir David R. 
Llewellyn. In addition to coal com- 
panies, shipping distributers and 
other concerns associated with the 
two groups will become part of the 
amalgamation. Thus the newly 
formed company, besides becoming 
the largest coal concern in Britain, 
will become a_ self-ontained com 
bination which will be able to take 
the best advantage of rationaliza- 
tion schemes ‘ 

Sir David is chairman of eleven 
coal companies and a shipping com- 
pany; while Powell Duffryn either 
controls or has large interests in 
eight collieries and iron and patent 
fuel companies. 


ANALYZE VOTE IN FRANCE. 


Experts Say Result in Communes 
Shows Stable Political Situation.

“Johnson and I were just fed up

I requested the Steamboat Inspection 
Service to submit the steamer Vau- 
ban of the same line, a sister ship 
to the Vestris, to a stability test. I 
am informed that a preliminary re- 
sult of test shows eight inches nega- 
tive stability. The vessel was permit- 
ted to proceed pending completion of 
figures, with 1,426 tons of ballast to 
give her the required positive sta- 
bility. ; . 

“In view of the testimony given 
before the British Board of Inquiry 
that not only was the vessel ower- 
loaded and that fact concealed be- 
fore the inquiry held in New York, 
but that officers and witnesses ap- 
pearing before the inquiry held at

The father was not 
among those who had urged his son 


for the important post, it was said 
here. 

Since the younger Mr. Hughes 
became a member of the bar and 


associated with his father's law firm 
he has devoted most of his attention 
to law. He has had several impor- 
tant cases in the United States Su- 
preme Court, including an argument 
on the five-cent fare case from New 
York at the time when his father 


| 
United States Supreme Court since| 
1920. 

Mr. Hughes, who is 40 years old, 
will be one of the youngest men in 
recent years to become Solicitor 
General. This position 
twenty years has become a most im- 
portant and arduous post, with the 
Attorney General assuming chiefly 
administrative duty and rarely ap- 
pearing before the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

William Howard Taft, now Chief 
Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, became Solicitor Gen- 
eral in the Harrison Administration 
when he was 32 years old. 

The filling of the post of Solicitor 
General, which has been vacant 
since Mr. Mitchell was appointed At- 
torney General, was made necessary 
by the confirmation of Alfred A. 
Wheat to be a member of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. Mr. Wheat, who was an 
Assistant Attorney General, acted as 
Solicitor General from March 4 until 
last week, when he went on the 
bench. 


Declines to Comment. 


Mr. Hughes, who is a member with 
his father of the New York law firm 
of Hughes, Rounds, Schurman & 
Dwight, declined yesterday to com- 
ment on his appointment by Pres- 
ident Hoover to be Solicitor General. 

Mr. Hughes was graduated from 
Brown University in 1909 and from 
Harvard Law School in 1912. He 
served in the World War as a pri- 
vate in the 315th Field Artillery and 
was sent to France, where he was 
commissioned an officer. 

Devoting nearly all of his time to 


the law firm with which he is asso- 
ciated, Mr. Hughes has taken a 
rather inconspicuous part in _ pol- 
itics.

SENATE WILL TRACE. 
NEWSPAPER STOCKS

Senate desired to change the 1912 
law requiring the publication of the 
names of those owning the news- 
papers. Senators Norris, Heflin and 
Dill supported the resolution warmly. 

‘There are a good many people 
who think the Senate is too fond 
of casting aspersions upon busi- 
ness,”* said Senator Bingham. 

He argued that he merely wished 
to see ‘old-fashioned justice’ done 

“The resolution implies that the 
newspapers are guilty of some hocus 
pocus, and that certain newspapers 
have failed to comply with the law, 
when there is no evidence to prove 
this,’’ Senator Bingham stated. ‘‘I 
am not interested in the newspapers 
or the power company, but so crazy 
have we gone that we insist on tak- 
ing the time of the Senate when the 
Department of Justice is the proper 
authority.”’ 

When Mr. Bingham asked Mr. 
Walsh if he had any information 
that there had been concealment of 
the details of stock ownership Mr. 
Walsh replied: 

“T have certain information that 
the reports are not accurate in all 
cases.”’ 

Mr. Bingham asserted that the 
resolution was ‘‘one of those utterly 
useless gestures intended to gain 
publicity’ in certain quarters. 

Senator Vandenberg said: 

“Because of my familiarity with 
certain of the papers mentioned, I 
cannot, by any stretch of the imagi- 
nation, bolic their policy has been 
( ile [ would regard it as most 
unfortunate if the inquiry be 
stopped.”’ 

Purpose of LaGuardia Bills. 

The first of the bills which Mr. 
LaGuardia introduced in the House 
would force newspapers owned by 
public utility corporations to state 
that fact at the ‘‘masthead”’ of each 
edition in type as large and as 
conspiciously placed as the name of 
the paper. The ownership would 
also be stated at the foot of each 
page in a type to be designated by 
the Postmaster General. Violation 
of this rule would bar any paper 
from second class mailing privileges. 

Under the second bill, any editorial 
or reading matter of any kind per- 
taining to the business of the public 
utility owners of a paper would be 
marked ‘‘advertisement.’’ Such read- 
ing matter would be considered as 
advertising under the postal laws, 
the bill provides. 

The third measure would prohibit 
the deduction of losses sustained in 
the publication of a newspaper, mag- 
azine or other periodical by any pub- 
lic utility in the computation of in- 
come taxes.

‘Publication of newspapers by pub- 
lic utilities,’ declared Mr. LaGuar-

the construction of a highway bridge 
at West 145th Street and other im- 
provements 

The Committee of the Whole was 
escheduled yesterday to hold an in- 
formal public hearing on Mr. Tuttle’s 
draft agreement, but after a whis- 

red conversation with Borough 
President Julius Miller of Manhat- 
tan Mayor Walker announced tha?‘ 
it would be postponed one weck. The 
executive session followed. 

“The board requires more time to 
make a thorough study of this plan 
and agreement,’’ Mavor Walker an- 
nounced.

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PAY INCREASE ENDS 
WRECKERS’ STRIKE 


4,800 Barmen and Helpers to 
Return to Work Today After 
5 Weeks’ Tie-Up. 


UNION WINS ALL DEMANDS 


Employers Grant Wage Rise of 


6 Cents an Hour, 8-Hour Day and 
Time and a Half for Overtime. 


The strike of 1,800 barmen and 
helpers on housewrecking jobs 
throughout the city was ended at the 
beginning of its sixth week yesterday 
by an agreement between the union 
and the employers conceding to the 
workers a 5 cents an hour pay in- 
crease, an eight-hour day, five-and-a- 
half-day week, with time and a half 
for overtime. The memorandum of 
agreement was signed by officers of 
House Wreckers’ Union, Local 95, 
and the House Wreckers’ Association 
at 4:30 P. M. at the offices of State 
Industrial Commissioner Francis Per- 


kins, 26 East Twenty-third Street 

The settlement came after five 
weeks of negotiations between repre- 
sentatives of the union and the asso? 
ciation who had been brought to- 
gether through the instrumentality 
of A. J. Portenor, Chief of Media- 
tion, and James Brady, director of 
the Bureau of Industrial Relations of 
the State Department of Labor, act- 
ing under instructions from Commis- 
sioner Perkins. 

The memorandum was signed on 
behalf of the employers by Morris 
D. Wallace, president, and Louis 
Forman, secretary, and on behalf of 
the union by Dimitri Tarassos, presi- 
dent, and Basil Baranetzky, vice 
preseident. 


Workers Receive All Demands. 


Under the agreement the workers 
receive all that they had demanded, 
according to Charles Glenn, business 
agent of the union, who was at the 
conference. The union representa- 
tives included Frank Miller, execu- 
tive board member; Lawrence Tru- 
han, Aaron C. Kack and Frank 
Yusoupoff, said to be a cousin of 
Prince Felix Yousoupoff, who is 
credited with having killed Rasputin.

With the signing of the memoran- 
dum both sides understood that the 
strikers would go back to work to-

FORD AID 


Invites Soviet to Use His Plans and 
Methods—Holds Russian In- 
dustry Will Aid World. 


Albert Kahn, architect, of Detroit, 
has been engaged by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to plan and supervise the 
construction of a large group of 
manufacturing plants at Stalingrad, 
at the mouth of the Volga River in 
Southern Russia, it was made known 
yesterday 

The buildings will be of American 
architecture and will cost about $4,- 
000,000. The first one, to be erected 
for the manufacture of tractors, will 
employ about 2,000 men and have a 
capacity of 40,000 tractors annually. 
This plant will be followed by auto-| 
mobile factories, cotton mills and| 
other industrial buildings 

Mr. Kahn expects that his brother, 
Moritz Kahn, with a small group of 
men, will depart for Russia in four 
weeks to begin the preliminary work 
While the construction of such a 
plant could be accomplished in four 
or five months in this country, it is 
estimated that it will require about 
eighteen months in Southern Kussia 
because of the probability that ma 
terials will be inaccessible and skilled 
labor scarce.

transferred to Cork, Ireland, but, 
Mr. Kahn said yesterday, to realize 
the Soviet Government's ambition to 
put into operation as soon as possi- 
ble its own plans for production in 
as many fields as possible. 

The Soviet commission learned that 
the Kahn firm designed the Ford, 
Packard, Hudson and other motor 
plants, Mr. Kahn said, and then 
made its selection. 

“The commission simply found,”’ 
Mr. Kahn said yesterday, ‘‘that in 
this country we were producing the 
best products by the use of the best 
methods and best machinery. It 
seems to me to be a fair compliment

There will be six or seven buildings 
in the plant to be erected just out- 
side of Stalingrad.

Thomas recovered sufficiently in 
the afternoon to answer police ques- 
tions. He said his wife's older chil- 
dren had been giving him trouble and 
causing scandal. 

“T was afraid that they would 
break up my living with my wife,” 
he said. ‘‘It was because of their 
interference and the unpleasantness 
they caused at home that I did all 
this. 

“I shot my wife because I loved 
her. I shot my kids because they 
gave me a lot of trouble at home.” 

Mrs. Thomas's first husband, 
Segal Fisher, a cement worker, cut 
his throat six years ago. 
ried Thomas to give her three young- 
est children a home. She had been 
ill during most of the time and re 
cently a scandal had developed in 
the family. 

Mrs. Thomas had charged her hus- 
band with having made advances to 
her daughter, Julia Fisher, aged 18,

Thomas, a plasterer, 45 years old, 


finding himself the centre of unpleas-

The 
stepson, who had been ordered to 
stay home from school, remembered 
it was examination week and stole 
cut the back door. Thomas’s plans 
were carried out otherwise, except 
that his own wounds probably will 
hot prove mortal. 

The murders began at the Thomas 
nome at 4,065 North Fairhill Street. 
de had told his children by a former 
marriage, Catherine, 12 years old; 
Jacob, 10, and Helen, 6, to remain 
m bed. At about 10:30 he entered 
"the bedroom and shot each of them 
through the heart. 

Thomas summoned a taxicab a few 
Minutes later and drove to the Jew- 
ish Hospital, eight blocks away, 
where his wife had been ill for two 
months. He advanced toward her 
with a term of endearment and 
drawing the pistol with which he 
had slain the children, sent three 
bullets through the woman’s chest, 
killing her almost instantly. 

Turning the weapon on himself, 
Thomas fired twice into his body 
and fell helpless to the floor. A 
nurse grabbed the weapon and in a 
pocket attendants found a knife with 
a twelve-inch blade which had been 
newly sharpened to razor keenness. 
Doctors said tonight that Thomas 
would live. 

If Thomas’s plan had been fully 
carried out the fifth victim would 
have been Fred Fisher, 14 years old, | 
one of his stepsons, who went to 
school instead of stayi home. On 
his return he found the™Bodies of his 
stepbrother and sisters and alarmed 
the neighbors, who callea the police. 

On the way from his home to the 
hospital Thomas had stopped at the | 
home of his wife's sister, Mrs. Josef 
Frank, and announced: ‘‘I’m on my 
way to the hospital to kill Margaret.

Doheny again manifested his esteem 
for the former frontier lawyer, Sena- 
tor and Cabinet member when he 
sent his agents from California to 
purchase today at the foreclosure 
sale in the District Court at Alamo-| 
gordo, N. M., the ranch estate in 
Lincoln and Otero counties known 
as the Tres Ritos Cattle and Land 
Company, which has been conspicu- 
ous in the news of Mr. Fall’s vicissi- 
tudes at Washington and his rela-| 
tions with Mr. Doheny and Harry | 
F’. Sinclair. 

The fact that no other bidders ap-| 
peared at the sale to lift the fore- 
closed first mortgage of $166,250, 
plus $2,000 interest, held by the M. D. 


Thatcher estate of Pueblo, Col., led! 


to the opinion here that Mr. Doheny 
had previously arranged with the 
Thatcher interests to take over the 
property largely as a favor to his 
friend Fall, who was not financially 
able to meet the mortgage. 

Former Secretary Fall, with Mrs. 
Fall, was reported at the Three Riv- 
ers ranch headquarters, partially re- 
covered from his long illness. While 
Mr. Fall yields title, it is believed 
here that he will not be asked to 
remove his residence from Three 
Rivers, his retreat for twenty years.

William Green Says There Was No 


Cause for Military Force 
at Elizabethton. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—What were 
described as the hard lot of women 
in industry, especially in the new in- 
dustrial South, and the opposition of 


employers to trade unionism and col- 
lective bargaining were dealt with 
bitterly by labor leaders who ad- 
dressed the opening session of the 
convention of the National Women’s 
Trade Union League here today. 

Attacking the show of military 
force at the reopening of the mills 
at Elizabethton, Tenn., William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, called it ‘‘one 
of the things which lie at the bottom 
of the so-called radical movements 
in our country. 

“It is such things,’’ he _ said, 
“which breed contempt and hate 

“This morning we find a peaceful 
community in Tennessee _ trans 
formed into a military camp. What 
for, and why? For the purpose of 
terrorizing the community.”’ 

There had been no violence there, 
he said, ‘‘except the violence that 
was imposed upon our representa- 
tives by some of the so-called re 
spectable citizens—and that several 
weeks ago. 

“There was no group of men at 
the throat of the city or national 
government. There was no destruc- 
tive, anarchistic organization trying 
to speak for the workers of Eliza- 
bethton. They were thoroughgoing 
American citizens, representing an 
organization that is loyal to our 
country and its flag. And yet 
find that city this morning nestling 
in the hills of Happy Valley, Tenn., 
filled with bayonets and swords.’”’ 

National officers of the league, in- 
cluding Miss Rose Schneiderman of 
New York, president; Miss Elizabeth 
Christman, secretary-tredgurer, and 
Miss Matilda Lindsay, w has just 
returned from a ‘‘survey’’ of con- 
ditions in Elizabethton, 
agreed that the present situation was 
acute, and presented ‘‘the stiffest 
problem’’ with which the league had 
been confronted in some time. 

Miss Schneiderman and Miss 
Christman reported on working con- 
ditions in factories in the Southern 
States, and appealed for support of 
the league’s campaign to unionize 
the South, where two and one-half 
million women are engaged in indus- 
try. 

Miss Frances Perkins, industrial 
commissioner of New York State, | 
pledged the support of the New York | 
Department of Labor to the league’s | 
efforts to bring about ‘‘the proper 
and fair representation of women in 
their trades throughout the whole | 
State.” 

The convention adjourned to the 
White House and was welcomed by 
Mrs. Hoover in the Blue Room. Mrs. 
Hoover personally greeted each of 
the 150 delegates and followed up 
the handshaking with a little speech | 
in which she told them that she too 
knew what it was to work hard and 
keep regular hours, remarking that | 
she once worked in a bank, and that 
she now was working eight hours 
every day and keeping right on after- 
ward.

For the last twenty-five years the} 


Board of Estimate has appropriated 
annually at about this time of year 
$1,500 to the executive committee, 
Spanish War. Veterans, New York 
County, ‘“‘for the appropriate ob- 
servance of Memorial Day.’”’ On 
yesterday’s calendar of the Commit- 
tee of the Whole was a plea, made 
by the veteran organization, that an 
additional sum of $1,000 be granted 
them this year.

USE OF TROOPS ASSAILED 


William Green Says There Was No 


Cause for Military Force 
at Elizabethton. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—What were 
described as the hard lot of women 
in industry, especially in the new in- 
dustrial South, and the opposition of 
employers to trade unionism and col- 
lective bargaining were dealt with 
bitterly by labor leaders who ad- 
dressed the opening session of the 
convention of the National Women’s 
Trade Union League here today. 

Attacking the show of military 
force at the reopening of the mills 
at Elizabethton, Tenn., William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, called it ‘‘one 
of the things which lie at the bottom 
of the so-called radical movements 
in our country. 

“It is such things,’’ he said, 
“which breed contempt and hate. 

“This morning we find a peaceful 
community in Tennessee _ trans- 
formed into a military camp. What 
for, and why? For the purpose of 
terrorizing the community.’’ 

There had been no violence there, 
he said, ‘‘except the violence that 
was imposed upon our representa- 
tives by some of the so-called re- 
spectable citizens—and that several 
weeks ago. 

‘There was no group of men at 
the throat of the city or national 
government. There was no destruc- 
tive, anarchistic organization trying | 
to speak for the workers of Eliza- | 
bethton. They were thoroughgoing | 
American citizens, representing an 
organization that is loyal to our} 
country and its flag. And yet we|! 
find that city this morning nestling | 
in the hills of Happy Valley, Tenn., 
filled with bayonets and swords.’’ 

National officers of the league, in- 
cluding Miss Rose Schneiderman of 
New York, president; Miss Elizabeth | 
Christman, secretary-treasurer, and | 
Miss Matilda Lindsay, who has just | 
returned from a ‘“‘survey”’ of con-| 
ditions in Elizabethton, Tenn. | 
agreed that the present situation was 
acute, and presented ‘‘the stiffest | 
problem’’ with which the league had 
been confronted in some time. | 
Miss Schneiderman and Miss 
Christman reported on working con- 
ditions in factories in the Southern | 
States, and appealed for support of 
the’ league’s campaign to unionize 
the South, where two and one-half 
million women are engaged in indus- 
try. | 
Miss Frances Perkins, industrial | 
commissioner of New York State, 
pledged the support of the New York 
Department of Labor to the league’s | 
efforts to bring about ‘‘the proper | 
and fair representation of women in | 
their trades throughout the whole | 
State.” 
The convention adjourned to the | 
White House and was welcomed by 
Mrs. Hoover in the Blue Room. Mrs. 
Hoover personally greeted each of 
the 150 delegates and followed up, 
the handshaking with a little speech | 
in which she told them that she too! 
knew what it was to work hard and 
keep regular hours, remarking that | 
she once worked in a bank, and that 
she now was working eight hours 
every day and keeping right on after- 
ward.

The Federal Securities Corporation 
of 15 Park Row, another Ferrari con- 
cern, also was forced into bank- 
ruptcy by the City Trust failure 
filing a voluntary petition. This con- 
cern, too, is negotiating a settlement 
Its principal assets were City Trust 
Company stock, which at the time 
of the closing of the bank had 
value of more than $1,000,000 
No details of the basis of negotia 
tions for the settlement of the bank 
ruptcies of these two concerns have 
been forthcoming 
It is known, however, that the new 
Mutual Trust Company, formed to 
take over the assets and liabilities of 
the City Trust Company, is con- 
cerned with the arrangements being 
made for the benefit of 
The Mutual Trust Company, in its 
petition to take over the assets, set 
forth that it had the consent of a 
majority of the stockholders. 

A controlling interest in the 
Trust stock was held by the Fed- 
eral Securities Corporation and 
Michael] F. Longo, who in turn is 
the principal debtor of the Lancia 
Motors.

vealed that the campaign was con- 
ducted by Pierce ‘‘on a high level of 
iignity.’’ 

“It was considered ‘cold turkey’ to 
make a direct approach of a pro- 
spective member without the formal- 
ity of first having received an invi- 
tation in writing to call on him,” 
Assistant District Attorney Alexan- 
der Lehman, who is conducting the 
inquiry, said Rangeley told him. 


Letters Sent to Prospects. 


Mr. Lehman said that Rangeley 
explained that the invitation invari- 
ably followed a well-couched letter 
from Pierce to the prospect, telling 
about the plan to establish a club 
in this city for university graduates

But the 
response has been beyond all expec- 
tation. The number enrolled on May 
}1, 1929, was 64,355 out of a total of 
| 299,092, ten years old or over. Of 
this total 81,597 were native white, 
9,707 foreign-born white illiterates 
and 206,730 illiterate negroes. The 
illiteracy percentage for the State 
is 21.9. There are ten parishes, or 
counties, in which it exceeds 40 per 
cent, and in two it is beyond 50 
per cent, 

No one is enrolled who can read 
and write. The instruction is re- 
stricted entirely to illiterates. All 
are “actual beginners.” The white 
students who have enrolled are 
mainly native-born descendants of 
the French Acadians. They are 
most hopeful group, intelligent and 
poised. They have hidden their 
pride, openly admitted their illiter- 
acy and taken advantage of this op- 
portunity to prepare themselves for 
citizenship and for the better bring- 
ing up of their children.

His dentist, his physician, 
his lawyer and all the men in other 
professions about his own age have 
built up a business which has auto- 
matically become easier, paid better 
and led to confidence for the future. 
His wife and children have become 
their clients; but, if they have fami- 
lies, one book or one story can be 
read by all of them. Besides, his 


business is not with them but with 
editors, and they “‘might have a 
‘dozen wives and a dozen children 
‘““ apiece without fattening my purse.’ 
Editors have a way of fading from 
the scene, too, so that early connec- 
tions “‘ were of no more value to me 
than a contract with the Pharaohs.” 
Passing years, he insists, are an 
asset to other professions, but for the 
man of letters they are a handicap. 

If the youthful writer is deter- 
mined to go ahead, he should read 
another article about contracts with 
publishers. Here he is told that he 
cannot be a “ gentleman.” He must 
not think that worrying over busi- 
ness details is a waste of time if he 
and his publisher happen to be good 
friends. His contract with the most 
congenial publisher should be scru- 
tinized by some one who knows 
more about such things than he 
does, for business firms have in the 
course of years made sure that the 
usual contract offered by them 
includes “everything which gives 
“the firm a profit and excludes 
“everything which is to. their 
* disadvantage.” 

There is much more to give the 
budding author pause; but, even if 
he reads it, he is unlikely to be dis- 
suaded. To divert the young man 
or young woman who has an urge 
to write is beyond the power of 
friends, family, or the entire -Au- 
thors’ League.

France’s main claims to an enor 
mous scaling down of her debt ag 
compared with England is based on 
three contentions: her incomparably 
greater sufferings in the war, her 
present impoverishment, and her po 
sition as intellectual and artistic 
leader of civilization.

Prospects for a successful revival 
of the model housing project in the 


Chrystie-Forsyth Streets area, be- 
tween Canal and East Houston 
Streets, are improving daily, Peter 


B. Cappel, member of the Mavor’s 
Committee on Model Housing, held 
yesterday. 

Mr. Cappel, who has taken a lead- 
ing part in efforts to resuscitate the 
plan which seemingly failed last 
November because of the excessive 
prices demanded by some property 
owners, reported yesterday that 112 
of 191 property holders in the area 
have now signed options with An- 
drew B. Keating of the Controller's 
office, agreeing to sell to the city at 
prices which in no instance exceed 
25 per cent above assessed valua- 


| tions. 


Since many of the 112 signers are 
holders of large tracts, Mr. Cappel 
declared, their options represent 
more than 75 per cent of the prop- 
erty required, and it is well distrib 
uted among the five blocks which 
the city contemplates razing to make 
room for modern multiple dwellings 

The project contemplates the acqui- 
sition and demolition of the anti- 
quated old-law tenements in connec- 
tion with the widening of Chrystie 
and Forsyth Streets. The land thus 
cleared will be leased by the city to 
philanthropic groups who will build 
apartments for rental at prices not 
to exceed $11 a room. 

Mr. Keating, who is the chief of 
the Realty Bureau of the Finance 
Department, was designated as the 
agent of the city to take such options 
as property owners were willing to 
sign. He and Mr. Cappel expect 
many more to be signed before the 
end of this week. A preliminary re- 
port to the Mayor may be made to- 
morrow. 

If the Mayor then thinks the 
project is on a sufficiently substantial 
basis it will be restored to the cal- 
endar of the Board of Estimate for 
further action. Officials indicated 
that, with more than 75 per cent of 
the property available at a fair price, 
owners who hold out against the 
city’s offer may be reached through 
condemnation proceedings.

Record as Rector and School Head. 


The Coadjutor-elect was born in 
Bristol, R. I., in 1878 and was or- 
dained in 1905 by the late Bishop 
‘Charles H. Brent, with whom he was 
associated while the latter was sta- 
tioned in the Philippine Islands. In 
1908 Dr. Drury returned to the 
United States as rector of St.

Justice Crain to Explain Law in|

municipal radio station, may be

|ond to the United States in the’ 
Olympic Games last Summer. The 
| war and the ensuing years of infla- 
ition had cut tremendously into Ger-| 

many’s stock of health, declared the: 
|eminent doctors, and yet within the 
|short space of ten years a new 
physical training movement has 
sprung up which embraces almost 
a quarter of the German population: 

The dictum to which the new Ger- 
many reacts is ‘‘Sport is not only 
the physician at the sickbed of the 
nation, but, beyond that, is a power- 
ful factor for the restoration of our 


economic health.’* With this in view 
nearly 7,000,000 are enrolled in the 
German National Commission for 
| Physical Training. The German 
| Juvenile Movement, which has under 
|its banner youths between the es 
of 14 and 25, has nearly 2,000, 
young men on its roster. To these 
totals may be added 3,200,000 hikers 
who enjoyed the facilities accorded 
by 2,400 overnight shelters; 1,800,000 
participants in gymnastics, 800,000 
soccer players and 500,000 exponents 
|of track and field sports. 


The Old and the New. 


Ag a basis of comparison between 
the old Germany and the new, Dr. 
Lewald offers the contrast between 
| the hikers of 1911 and of the present 
day. Back in 1911 there were only 
| Seventeen shelter houses and 3,000 
; hikers. Today the hikers have in- 


creased more than a thousand-fold 
and the shelter houses more than a 
hundred-fold. 
| Not only do the Germans take 
every advantage offered by outdoor 
life in the more favorable times of 
the year, such as Spring, Summer 
and Autumn, but Winter sports have 
| increased at the same rapid pace as 
i= others, and there are now more 
than twenty Winter sport sites in 
| Germany. 

| Even political Germany has awak- 
ened to the new movement. Dr. 
| Lewald told of the visit of President 


| Roosevelt to Germany when the Ger- 
man mayors used a certain propor- 
| tion of public funds for the erec- 


oo Futter-| Sent his pupils through a workout; tion and support of homes for the 


| poor, the old and the infirm. Now 
| these same funds go for playgrounds 
|}and the like on the basis that the 
other evils will disappear before the 
onrush of a stronger and healthier 
Germany. 

Structure of Education. 


In part of a lengthy statement is- 
sued by Germany’s ambassadors of 
sport they declared ‘‘the structure of 
German physical training is reared 
on many pillars. The chief bearers 
are, and probably always will be, the 
gymnastic and sporting unions; next 
to them rank the national, State 
and municipal governments, being 
responsible for the physical training 
of the youth attending school, and 
acting as vigorous promoters of the 
various unions and societies and the 
building of training grounds. Many 
elements of strength are contributed 
by the juvenile movement, and there 
is an ever-increasing host of devo- 
tees to physical training who do not 
join any one of the societies. 

“The picture would not be com- 
plete unless due consideration were 
given in this connection to the Ger- 
man National Commission for Phy- 
sical Training. It comprises forty- 
nine unions, of which forty-two are 
gymnastic and sporting unions ex- 
clusively, with 62,000 individual so- 
cieties and a membership of almost 
7,000,000. This German national com- 
mission is more than a peak society. 
It is the independent champion—one 
might say the motor and conscience 

of the cause of German physical 
training.”’

Diem will study sporting and physi- 
cal education in various American 
cities and in colleges and schools. 
They will visit the Teachers College 
at Columbia, New York University, 


Yale, Harvard, Princeton, West 
Point, Annapolis, De Witt Clinton 
High School, Boston, Washington,

round, Bass could not finish his 
man. In the eighth round, Bass had 


his rival in distress and on the ropes 
as the bell ended the round, and in 
the ginth and tenth rounds Mack 
staggered under the impact of Bass’s 
lefts and rights to the jaw, but lasted 
to the end. 

In each crisis Mack was helpless 
to protect himself and was a target 
for a finishing punch, but Bass never 
succeeded in landing the blow 
It was 
his ordinary fighting in the first half 
of the bout and erratic and ineffec- 


tive punching when opportunity pre- | 


sented itself for a knockout which 
robbed Bass’s performance of its im- 
pressiveness. 

Bout Starts Slowly. 

There was little to excite the crowd 
in the first five rounds. The boxers 
had difficulty holding their footing 
and slips and missed punches came 
frequently. Bass twice slipped to the 
floor in the first round as he missed 
punches, and in the second Mack fell 
once. 

Bass floored his rival with a left 
hook to the jaw, but Mack jumped 
up immediately and tore in to his 
opponent. Bass took the fourth and 
fifth rounds mainly because he was 
the aggressor, but his attack was er- 
— and many of his punches were 
wiid, 

The crowd got a thrill in the sixth 
when Bass opened the session with 
a right to the jaw which staggered 

is rival. Suddenly, he hooked a left 
to the jaw, sending Mack down for 
the count of nine. Mack was groggy 
when he regained his feet and Bass 
sought furiously to apply the finish- 
ing punch, but experience and ring 
generalship enabled Mack to last. 

Bass pounded Mack severely in the 
seventh round and in the eighth had 
Mack groggy under terrific lefts and 
rights to the jaw. When the bell 
ended the eighth round Mack was 
back to the ropes in distress under 
Bass’s lefts and rights to the ja®. 

Bass had Mack staggering around 
the ring under rights and lefts to 
the jaw in the ninth round but could 
not floor the rugged veteran. 

In the tenth round, Bass pounded 
his rival severely about the body and 
head but Mack fought back gamely 
to the final bell. Bass weighed 128 
pounds and Mack 12942.

| pion ever made a serious threat in that direction. 

In the lighter classes the amateur champions who 
turned professional often went on to win fame and 
fortune as well as professional championship crowns. 
But the heavyweights seemed fired with the real ama- 
teur spirit. Even after tney turned professional, they 
fought like &mateurs. 

Al Reich was an ex-amateur heavyweight champion. 
So was Martin Burke. Armand Emanuel, the Califor- 

nia barrister who was flattened by Mickey Walker, a 
middleweight, won the national amateur heavyweight 
title three years ago. 

George Hoffman, the local lad who won the ama- 
teur heavyweight title in 1928, has been making prog- 
ress in the professional ranks, but it will be seen that 
precedent is against him. To get anywhere near the 
championship throne he would have to smash every 
tradition and statute except the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and Boyle's Law on the Compression of 
Gases. 


Broadcast From Boston. 


A tourist from the Back Bay district of the Athens 
of America, passing through this town, told of seeing 
Jack Sharkey recently.

I wasn't always that 
way. I was in there swinging with Godfrey and Harry 
Wills and Jack Dempsey, but the fight fans cured me. 
I'll tell you when I switched. 

‘“‘Remember when I went to fight Heeney in New 
York? Well, there I was, just as much an American 
as anybody in the building. I had a good record, and 
up to that time I had been piling into everybody I 
met, taking a chance of getting my block knocked off 
so that I could get a whack at the other fellow. But 
when I walked out to the ring to fight Heeney, I 
heard boos and catcalls for me. Then along comes 
Heeney, a foreigner with a foreign flag draped around 
him, and the crowd stands up and yells for him to 
murder me. What for? I hadn’t done anything, but 
give them my best every time I got ina ring. Right 
then I switched. Since that time my one idea is to 
protect myself and to get as much dough as I can 
for doing it. Let ’em howl. Let ’em dig up somebody 
who can beat me. In the meanwhile I'll get the dough, 
and as long as they keep paying me I won't mind what 
they yell at me.”’

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Call Money Rises to 14%, 
Prices Decline on Stock 
Exchange. 


A renewed advance in the call loan 
market to 14 per cent, the highest 
rate since the beginning of last 
week, was followed by a decline in 
stocks. The downward reaction in 
prices was irregular, and there was 
a comparatively small list of shares 
which moved against the general 
trend, some of them rising 5 to 11 
points. But the late weakness of 
the market as a whole was rather 
emphatic, especially in highly specu- 
lative shares which had been vio- 
lently advanced the week before. 
One of those stocks, which had been 
bid up 30 points last week, fell 16 
yesterday; another, whose rise last 
week had been 20 points with a 4- 
point reaction before the week was 
over, lost 11% more before yester-, 
day’s decline was checked. 

Usually, May is not a month of 
tightening money; but all normal 
precedent has been upset by the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the credit 
market since the beginning of the 
year. When call money rates could 
repeatedly go to 8 and 9 per cent in 
the weeks of January and February 
which are traditionally the ‘“‘low- 
money season’ of the year, and 
when a temporary relaxation in the 
pace of borrowings on security col- 
lateral was followed by fresh in- 
crease of such requisitions, occa- 
sional spurts in the rate like yester- 
day’s may cause annoyance, but 
they can hardly cause surprise. 

The result will probably be the 
same as usual. The high bid will 
attract outside funds which would 
not come unless under special in- 
ducements and, if the rate falls back 
again, there will again be the fa-| 
miliar talk of “return to easy 
money.’’ But it should be reasonably 
plain by this time that these inci- 
dental variations leave the underly- 
ing influences precisely what they 
were before. 

Yesterday's further decline of 2' 
cents a bushel in wheat brought the 
price nearly 4 cents below the end of 
April and 25% cents under last 
February's highest. There have been 
years in which an equally heavy de- 
cline has occurred; the price fell 80 
cents between January and Septem-

| January and November of the ‘‘de- 


fiation year’’ 1920 But those pre- 
Cipitous readjustments began from 
an abnormally high level, whereas 
the highest price reached earlier this

cent, and has probably never been 
equaled.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—New rec-| 


ords were again set in sxports of 
motor vehicles in March, with prac- 


tically all of the foreign markets) 


showing an increasing demand, espe- 


cially for low-priced passenger cars 
and trucks, according to a survey 
made public today by P. R. Mattix 
of the Department of Commerce. 

The value of the shipments in 
March was $78,324,879, exceeding the 
revious high mark attained in 
ebruary by $16,795,131, or 27.3 per 
cent. 

The steady increase in exports 
since the beginning of the year has 
resulted in shipments totaling $187,- 
448,282 for the first quarter of 1929, 
or $68,900,600 above the same period 
last year. The monthly average for 
the first three months of 1929 was 
$62,482,760, as compared with $39 
515,894 for the comparative quarte: 
of last year. 

Shipments of passenger’ cars 
totaled $51,504, with a valuation of 
$35,021,773, and exceeded the old 
record established in March, 1928, 
by 11,323 units and $6,805,416 in 
value. Truck exports also were at 
a new peak with 24,878 units valued 
at $13,625,014, a gain of 5,073 in num- 
ber and $2,474,906 over the February 
figure, which was higher than any 
previous total. 

March truck shipments were 156 
per cent higher than those of the 
same month in 1928 


Large Increase in Truck Shipments. 


“Tt is interesting to note,’’ the de- 
partment said, ‘‘that the combined 
yaluation of passenger car and truck 
a alone amounted to $48,646.,- 

and was but slightly under the 
ol of all automotive products 
that were shipped abroad” during 
March of last year.’’

The 
average unit value of shipments in 
this category was $680. 

In the truck field, Argentina was 
replaced by Australia as the out- 
standing market of importance and 
was the only country among the 
chief truck buyers whose takings 
were below the February figure.
